2. The policy for import of dry fruits, asafoctida, cumin seeds and medicinal 
herbs will be announced later 

3. Definition of “Approved Importers”— ^The ‘Approved Importers’ are those;— 

(i) who have participated m the Indo-Afehan Trade m these commodities 
during the four years ending .30-6-1956 and are already registered 
as such; and 
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(li) the Afghan Government's nominee firms already registered as “Approv¬ 
ed Importers". 

4 Definition of “Others”, —“Others” (not being ‘Approved Importers’) are 
those who are resident in India, have the requisite financial capabilitv of transact¬ 
ing the business as certified by a scheduled Bank in India, are dealers in itema 
listed in Schedule ‘A‘, B—I or B—II vide Annevure I to this Public Notice, and 
have participated in the Indo-Atghan Trade in these commodities during any of 
the two years ending 28-2-1974 and ti 

(i) are citizens of India, if they are (a) individuals or (b) kartas of Hindu 
Undivided family in respect of family business, 

OR 


(ii) are an Indian Company 


OR 

(in) have the contiol and management of their affairs situated wholly in 
India li they are a firm, a limited company or an association, 

OR 

(iv) arc a coopeiative society registered under the Cooperative Societiea Act. 

5 Persons Ineligible to participate. —^Partners/Direotors/ProprietOrs and his/ 
her wife/husband or dependent relations (including unmarried children) of 
"Approved importerCsi” and “Olhcr(s)”, as defined in para 3 and 4 above, will 
not, however, be permitted to participate m the Indo-Afghan Trade For this 
purpose the applicants are required to furnish alongwith the applications, an 
undertaking, on a stamped paper, to the licensing authority concerned as fol¬ 
lows;— 

“I/We beieby declare that neither of the partners/direclors/proprietors of 
the firm/company, or hia her wife/husband, dependent relations or 
unmarried children, h um '•ubmittcd or will submit an application for 
CCP under '•'his Public Nmice foi import of fresh fruits from

Note —If an “approved impoi,.ei" finds it more advantageous to claim a 
CCP in the categoiy of “others”, ho can do so provided he does not 
claim a CCP as an “appioved importer” In such an event, the 
applicant will be icquired to produce a Bank Certificate m the pres¬ 
cribed proforma as aPo a Bank Guaiantce equivalent to 59 percent 
of the value of iinpoita m order to ensure counter-balancing exports 
as required from applicants falling m the category of “others” Such 
an applicant will not be eligible to apn[y as an “approved importer” 
until after he has fully discharged his counter-balancing export 
obligation against the CCP obtained by him In the category of 
“others”, 

(b) “Others”.—to the extent of the value of file applicant’s best year’s im¬ 
port of fresh fruit from Afghanistan in any of the two years, namely, 
March 1972 to February 1973 and March 1973 to February 1974, but 
not exceeding Rs 29,600 (Rupees twenty nine thousand and five 
hundred onlyl However, if the best year’s imports of an applicant 
are less than Rs 29,500, he will be eligible to an increase of 18 per 
cent on his best year’s imports of fresh fruit, subject to a maximum 
of Rs, 29,500 This will be subject to the production of bank guaran¬ 
tee equivalent to 50 per cent of the value applied for in order to 
ensure counter-balancing exports. In addition, they are also re¬ 
quired to furnish the following certificates.— 

(il A certificate from a Chartered Accountant to the effect, that they 
had an internal turnover of Rs 25,000 (Rupees Twenty-five thou¬ 
sand only) during ariv one of the financial years ie 19^-68, 
1968-69, 1969-70, 1970-71 and 1971-72 m the goods, other than hides 
and skins, listed in Schedule A B—I or B—II of Annexure I to 
this Public NoL. 

(il) A certificate from a Scheduled Bank IP the following proforma: —

11. Compilation of past Imports.—If may be clarified that:— 

(i) for computing past imports under Para lO only such imports as were 
actually cleared from the Customs during the basic period for con¬ 
sumption in India (after payment of Import duty), will be taken 
into account; 

(11) It will not be necessary for an “approved importer" to obtain a single 
CCP covering his entire initial entitlement under this Public Notice. 
He can if so, desired, obtain more than one CCP for fresh fruity as 
long as the value of all the CCPs together does not exceed his initial 
entitlement, as referred to in Sub-paragraph 10 (aJ above 

12. Conntei'-exports against imports.—(1) CCPs for Import of fresh fruit from 
Afghanistan will be granted to eligible applicants subject to the conditions that the 
licensee shall export to Afghanistan the goods In Schedule B-I and B-Il of a value 
equal to the value of Imports The period during which counter balancing exports 
should be made shall extend upto 3l8t July. 1978 However, a fresh CCP shall be 
Issued only in terms of para 13 below 
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(2) It will be d condition of the CCP that not less than 50 per cent of the counter¬ 
balancing exports shall be ol items listed In‘Schedule B-II. The export of Schedule 
B-II Items shaU take place either before the export of Schedule B-I items or con¬ 
currently with the export of Schedule B-1 items. 

(3) The traders should in their own interest, ensure that they are in a position 
to discharge their counter-export obligation In termsi of this Public Notice, within 
the prescribed time limit, and in the prescribed ratio, for Items in Schedule B-I and 
Schedule B-II, before they apply and obtain a CCP. In the event of their failure, 
for whatsoever reason, to fulfil the conditions .subject to which the CCPs are granted 
to ihem, they will render themselves ineligible to receive any further CCP apart 
from anv other action that may be taken under the Imports and the Exports Trade 
Conltol/Foreign Exchange Ordeis, rules and regulations, 

13 Further ('CPs to be Issued on completion of export obligation. —An impoiter 
will be eligiiile to apply for a fresh CCP as soon as he completes has counter-export 
obligation (in the required proportion) to the full extent of the value of his earlier 
CCP or CCPs li he had chosen to split his entitlement over more than one CCP 
undei tlie provisions of paia 11 ( 11 ) above 

14 E, P. forms to be approved by the Reserve Bank,—E P Forms covering 
counter-exports to Afghanistan will be approved by the Reserve Bank of India If 
the,y are otherwise in order The E P forms would be valid for a period of 30 days 
from the date ol issue, 

15 Procedure for remittances In respect of Imports and exports there against.— 

(1) In the case of imports of fresh fruit, payments by the importers should be made 
Ihrough the Special Non-Resident Rupee Account styled as “Da Afghanistan Bank’s 
special Non-Resident Rupees Account” opened by the Da Afghanistan Bank Kabul, 
with the State Bank of India, Parliament Street, New Delhi Pa.yment for counter¬ 
balancing exports will also be received bv the exporters In India from the aforesaid 
Account, The documents viz invoices biUs of exchange transit certificates, etc 
pertaining to Imports of this item from Afghanistan and for the prescribed counter¬ 
balancing exports from India should be louled through the Da Afghanistan Bank. 
Kabul, and the State Bank ol India, Parliament Street, New Delhi if any further 
details about the banking procedure agreed to between the two Governments aie 
desired, these may be obtained from the State Bank of India Parliament Street, 
New Delhi 

(2) The trade it. cautioned that any Import of Items covered by this Public 
Notice from Afghanistan, which does not strictly comply with the banking proce¬ 
dures would be treated as unauthorised and dealt with as such Such importers 
will render themselves ineligible for participation In the Indo-Afghan trade apart 
from any other action that ma.v be taken under the Import and Export Trade Control 
and Foreign Exchange Orders, Rules and Regulations 

IC Documents to be produced to ihe Custom.s niithorlRes—Besides other docu¬ 
ments required to be produced to the Customs authorities at the time ot clearance 
ol goods, as laid down m this Public Notice, the Importers shall also have to produce 
necessary evidence viz Exchange Control Copv ol the CCP. against which the import 
IS made, and/or a certificate from the negotiating bank, to show that payment in 
re.gpect ot the Imported items has been duly channelised through the designated 
Banks In accordance with tho paragraph 15 of this Public Notice The Customs 
aulhorit'ps will allow clearance of imported items if otherwise in order, onlv on 
prodiicliori ol the£e documents 

17 Value of imported items will be the value as declared in the siipplier'c 
Invoice —'I he value of the imported ifems for the purpose of debit to the CCP.s 
j'vi Jor remittance to the supplier, through the Bank, as also for the purpose of 
dele-mining counter-balancing exports in respect ot such imports, will be the i-alue 
as declared in the supplier’s invoice and appearing in the Bill of Exchange 

K) Boad.s with Bank Guarantees to be furnished to the llcensiiior authorities,— 

Bonrls with B.mk guarantee in fulfilment of counter export obligation as referred 
to in paragraph 12 above shall be furnished to the licensing authorities mentioned 
in paragraph fi, who wiU wate’n performance and enforce the guarantee Tt mav be 
clnjfl“d that in cases where bank puarantee is required, ihe importer will have to 
furnish the same in respect of epch npolicaiion for the grant of CCP for import. 
Tn tbe event of the narlv’s failure to discharge the counter-obligation within the 
stiDulflted period and to furnish documentary evidence in support thereof the 
Tjmount of bank guarantee will be liable to forfeiture without prejudice to ajiy 
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other action that may be taken in this behalf, including disyuallflcation from 
partlclpatlnR in the Xndo-Afghan trade in future The documentary evidence to be 
produced in support of fulfilment of counter-obbgation will be the same as indicated 
in paragraph 21 below In addition, the importers will be required to submit 
infoimation monthly in respect of imports/exports and the counter-balancmg export 
obhgations fulflUed by them in the enclosed proforma (Annexure II) so as to reach 
the licensing authoiities concern^ by the 7th of the succeedlne month 

19 Specimens of Bond/Bank Guarantee Foams —The specimen of the bond/bank 
guarantee form to be furnished by importers are given in Annexure III It may be 
noted that the bond has to be countersigned by a Scheduled bank as a surety in 
token of their under-taking to pay the guaranteed amount to the licensing autho¬ 
rity in the event of default on the part of the importer The bond form must be 
signed by an Officer duly authorised by the bank in this behalf If may also be 
noted that bonds are to be furnished on a stamp paper or on a plain paper affix¬ 
ed with special adhesive stamps of the appropriate value, and impressed with 
the dating machme, by a proper officer 

20 Export Performance Guarantee from the ECGC.—The importers, who find 
difficulty in depositing the full amount of cash with their banks In order to secure 
the requisite ‘Bank guarantee’ may approach their bankers if they so desire to 
obtain the ‘export performance guarantee’* on their behalf, from the ECGC 
[Export Credit and Guarantee Corporation of India. Express Towers (10th Floor), 
Nariman Point, Bombay-1]. 

21 Documentary evidence to be produced.— The following documents wlU consti¬ 
tute documentary evidence to be furnished in support of imports and exports i—> 

Imports —Triplicate copy of the Customs Bill of Entry and the relevant 
invoices attested by Customs, and in case the transaction has been 
carried through banking channels bank memos 
Exports—Shipping bills duly certified by the Customs that have been 
‘‘shipptS in tuU" and Invoices duly certified by the Customs which 
should Indicate the value and other details of Schedule ‘B-I’ and ‘B-II’ 
products actually exported and bills of lading 

22 Validity of OCPs.—In terms of this Public Notice, CCPs will be valid upto 
31&t July. 1978 

23 Distribution of C C Ps —^The Customs authorities will send the Customs copy 
of CCP to the concerned licensing authority direct, indicating the actual utilisation 
of the quantity and the value covered by each C C P in the prescribed form on fVe 
reverse of the permit The exchange control copy will as at present he handed 
back to the Importer to be furnished to Reserve Bank of India, duly stamped and 
signed 

24 Distribution of Transit Certificates. —^The importers, while presenting the CCP 
to the Customs authorities concerned will produce five copies of the Transit 
Certificates issued by the Afghan Government One copy of the transit certificate 
will he retained hv the Cusloms the <iecond copy will be forwarded to the Reserve 
Bank of India and the third and the fourth copies wlU be sent by them to the Office 
of the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi for onward transmission 
to the Afghan Government and Indian Embassy m Kabul The fifth copy is to be 
forwarded by the Customs authorities to the licensing authority concerned 

25 Imports to be made on outright purchase basis —Imports and exj orts bet- 
vcen India and Afghanistan will take place only on outright purchase basis 

2f) Manner of Payment—As regatds the mode of payment against import of 
items covered bv this Public Notice attention ig Invited to para 17 of this Public 
Notice Pajments for Imports and exports of commodities not covered by Schedule 
‘A’ B-T and ‘B-II’ (i e Schedule C’ items) shall be made by establishing letters 
of credit m transferable U S Dollars or Pounds Sterling 


*The Export Performance Guarantee’ has been evolved hv ECGC to help 
importers/exporters to secure on easier terms bank guarantees they have to furnish 
in Louise of their import/export business For giving the guarantee the banks 
icq lire the exporters to deposit varying amounts of cash depending on their 
standing To the extent they have to make a cash deposit, their resources are 
blocked This guarantee seeks to help the Importers/exporters to obtain the bank 
guarantet( without making any cash deposit or against a reduced margin of deposit 
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27. No dlveriiion to third countries. —^It Is agreed between the two Governments 
that the goods Imported by either country trom the other would be used only lor 
consumption in the country ol Import, Serious notice will be taken oi cases whera 
goods imported from or exported to Afghanistan are diverted to a third country. 

28. Trade should desist from abusing the system — Maintenance of reasonable 
prices. —Trade is advised to ensure that the existing system is used in the interest 
of consumers/producers m India and Afghanistan and that the Trade Arrangement 
secures the common objectives of healthy growth and diversiflcation of trade between 
the two countries They should also ensure that reasonable prices are charged and. 
efficient alter sales-service is mamtained wheiever necessary Appropriate penal 
action will be taken if the trade arrangement Is used to the disadvantage of producers 
and the healthy growth and dlversiiication of trade between the two countries.
